and giving a note stating this was a hold-up, I have a gun, 
put money in envelopes. The male left the bank heading 
south on Railroad Avenue. 

Police responded to a hold-up alarm, called in to 
the Police Station. Officer Steven Arruda, working the 
desk, confirmed with the bank that they had been robbed. 
Officer Anthony Days initially spoke with the bank teller 
and provided a description of the bank robber. Sergeant 
Robert Boivin and Officer Justin King canvassed the area 
and spoke with a witness who told them that a tan- 
colored vehicle was parked on the side of Railroad 
Avenue. The vehicle was further described as having a 
temporary registration plate in the rear window. 

The officers provided a detail description of the 
vehicle and suspect over the radio. A Massachusetts State 
Police Officer spotted a vehicle matching the description 
broadcast by the Mattapoisett Police. The Trooper initi- 
ated a motor vehicle stop on Route 195 and was able to 
get the vehicle to stop on Route 140.

will contact Police Chief Mary Lyons and Highway 
Supervisor Wes Bowman for possible changes in traffic 
patterns to alleviate the problem. 

The only other appointment was a presentation 
by Dan White. The first item concerned preparations for 
the July 4 Road Race, the parking situation, and the 
logistics of police presence for traffic control. Mr. White's 
second item of business concerned the Cable Television 
Contract and the frustration he felt over the lack of 
cooperation by the cable company concerning the on-line 
capabilities of the schools, town government, and other 
local programming. Selectman Lombard suggested that 
from experience he felt that the best approach was to have 
a multi-town negotiation when contract renewals are 
imminent, because the cable companies are very cogni- 
zant of the importance to them of large numbers of 
subscribers.

committee member. This engendered some discussion 
about the importance of conflicting views as being 
necessary on a committee so that all areas of concern are 
addressed.

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

June 3, 2003 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, June 3 at 7:00 pm by 
Chairman Andrew Jeffrey. Also present were Selectman 
Benjamin Bryant, Selectman David Pierce, Town Adminis- 
trator Julia Enroth- Whitlock, and Secretary Helene Graver. 

The board first approved various treasury and 
payroll warrants for the week, then approved the minutes 
of the May 13 meeting with a correction made by Select- 
man Pierce and another by Ms. Enroth- Whitlock. 

Under action items for the week, the board 
discussed a Wastewater Treatment Plant Administrative 
Consent Order, which was due by June 15, according to 
Ms. Enroth- Whitlock. "The DEP has allowed (us) an 
extension to July 15," she said. "If they do not live up to 
the review process in a timely manner, we would have an 
automatic extension by (as many days)." 

The board unanimously voted to authorize the 
chairman to sign the administrative consent order as such. 

The board also voted to appoint members to the 
Marion Housing Commission; and then reappointed Dale 
Jones as the town's Emergency Management Director for 
the year. 

The board then discussed the mooring revocation 
letters with Harbormaster Charles Bradley. 

"We have followed all regulations that we cur- 
rently have in place to implement payment on delinquent 
mooring applications," Mr. Bradley said. "I feel that most 
of these are being relinquished for lack of interest, there 
might be one or two that might be a problem, but I feel 
most of these are normal forfeitures and turnovers. The 
Marine Resource Commission (MRC) met last night and 
agreed to follow the procedures we put in place as far as 
notification and registered letters ... so we'll be able to 
justify if there is an appeal." 

According to Mr. Bradley, the deadline to pay 
mooring fees was May 15, after which some 30 registered 
letters were sent out to those delinquent and they were

given until May 30 to pay. To date, there are only eight 
unpaid bills remaining. 

''This is now their notification that the mooring 
has been cancelled,'' Mr. Bradley said. "They can go into 
the appeal process ... they have until June 30 to (file an 
appeal)." 

In other matters, the board: 

• Voted to allow the disposal of a 25-year-old 
generator which was previously used by the Marion 
Emergency Management at Sippican School. Replacement 
parts and labor on the unit would cost in excess of $5,000 
and Emergency Management Director W. Dale Jones has 
recommended the disposal of the unit. 

• Voted to approve the requested removal and/ or 
sale of various books from the Etta-Hix Allen Library 
collection — a total of 292 items that are either outdated, 
worn out, badly damaged, unused, or unpopular — 
provided none of the books were donated in someone's 
memory. Selectman Bryant felt if these donations were 
made in someone's memory, they should be retained. 

• Moved to send a letter to the Bouchard Trans- 
portation Company, Inc., upon a suggestion from the 
Wareham Board of Selectmen who drafted a similar 
missive, urging that the company commit to using only 
double-hulled vessels in Buzzards Bay to prevent future 
oil spills. 

• Received a memo from the Board of Health 
advising they recently reorganized as follows: Chairman 
Albin R. Johnson III; Vice Chairman Elizabeth S. Dunn; 
Clerk Samuel W. McFadden. 

• Received a letter from resident Bette Helm 
expressing her concern over the recent oil spill in Buz- 
zards Bay. "Our family has found it personally damag- 
ing," she wrote, noting that her children and grandchil- 
dren will not be able to enjoy the water near their home as 
a result. "It never should have happened."

At 7:30 pm, the board heard a presentation from 
the Massachusetts Estuaries Project, a collaborative effort 
to improve water quality along the shores of Massachu- 
setts. 

''The project is anticipated to take about six 
years,'' said Brian Dudley of the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP), noting it would be funded 
jointly by the DEP, the UMass Dartmouth Marine Science 
and Techology Center, regional government and planning 
agencies, private foundations and individuals, munici- 
palities, and state and federal grants. 

The main goal of the effort is to examine and, 
hopefully, curtail the increased nutrient loading to the 
estuary, which impacts not only aquatic life, but the 
quality of life along all Massachusetts coastal communi- 
ties.

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make a presentation on the town's financial outlook early 
in the proceedings to give the townspeople an idea of the 
current fiscal climate. Mr. Costa also suggested taking up 
Article 11, which establishes the town's Classification and 
Compensation Plan, prior to Article 3, which allocates the 
General Operating Budget for Fiscal Year 2004.

HOUSE HUNTING TAX DEDUCTION 



Under what circumstances 
can a home buyer deduct the 
cost of finding a new residence? 

Usually, the expenses 
related to finding a new home 
are not deductible. However, if 
the move and the sale of the old 
home are related to a new job at 
a workplace at least 35 miles 
farther from the taxpayer's 
home than his former place of 
employment, then the 
deduction of up to $3,000 is 
available for costs associated 
with acquiring the new 
residence and disposing of the 
old one. 

Deductions for house 
hunting trips, including 



temporary quarters, are limited 
to $1,500 of the $3,000 total. 

Assuming the expenses are 
not reimbursed by the seller's 
employer, deductible moving 
expenses include costs 
associated with travel to a new 
location, transportation for 
household furnishings and 
personal effects, premove house 
finding trips, temporary living 
expenses for up to 30 days at the 
new location, and various sale 
and purchase items, such as 
legal fees, real estate commis- 
sions, and the fees.

$15,300 from resident Georgia Chamberlain to purchase a 
generator for the Senior Center. The board members 
acknowledged Ms. Chamberlain's generous gift and 
Selectman Nunes also wished to thank Ms. Chamberlain 
for her previous $10,000 donation to the Mattapoisett 
River Valley Aquifer Protection effort. 

The board also voted to pay the remaining 
$18,000 due to Dyer and Brown for work completed on 
the Police Station. Selectman Nunes then noted the town 
has resolved the police contract with the Rochester Police 
Brotherhood. 

"Basically, there are two contracts — the first goes 
back to July (2002 through June 30, 2003)," Selectman 
Nunes said. "That gives them a three percent raise 
(effective January 1) with a $250 signing bonus." 

Mr. Nunes also noted they signed off on a second 
contract — effective July 1, 2003 through June 30, 2006 —

To the Editor: 

Town Counsel Dan Perry's advice was wrong and the 
Town of Mattapoisett has to pay the price. Voters have to 
transfer about $280,000 from the Stabilization Fund to pay a 
federal court judgment against the town. The money was 
awarded to former Deputy Fire Chief Paul Lopes. He was fired. 

At issue, before a jury, was Mr. Lopes' right to freedom 
of speech. Mr. Lopes had circulated a proposal that the Fire 
Department handle paramedic service in town. For that, the 
Board of Selectmen (then Paul Lambalot, Barry Denham, and 
Raymond Andrews) went along with Mr. Perry's advice to fire 
Mr. Lopes for his actions. They forgot the First Amendment 
right. Mr. Perry should have known better, shouldn't he? The 
judgment was made in March 2002 and interest totaling $30,000 
has gathered since that time. Still, the town hesitated. In 
addition, Mr. Lopes' attorney, Harvey Schwartz, added $10,000 
in legal expenses. Still, there was hesitation to pay. 

There was the hope that the insurance company

distress, could recover and pay the judgment. But the firm was 
struggling for months to regain its footing. Hoping for the firm's 
recovery is like betting on the Red Sox to win the pennant. 

Why the delay in paying? All it did was cost the town 
more in interest during a time of growing financial need. 
Perhaps the then-Board of Selectmen felt that the insurance firm 
would recover or that the insolvency fund covering the town 
would be sprung. The judgment could have been paid, then 
recovered from the insurance company or the fund. Waiting was 
foolish and it cost the town an additional $40,000 in tough times. 
Behind it all was Mr. Perry's advice. What is his next pearl of 
wisdom?

To Catch A Thief

The Italian Job. Starring Mark Wahlberg, Charlize Theron, and 
Edward Norton. Directed by F. Gary Gray. Running time: 104 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

The Italian ]oh is a huge cult favorite in England — the 1969 original 
starring Michael Caine, that is; the new American remake has been 
greeted with much harrumphing and tea-spitting across the pond, by 
British movie fans who describe the very idea as ''naff and ''crap" and 
various other Englishisms. (They still haven't quite gotten over the Get 
Carter remake.) The first Italian ]oh is tough to come by these days (the 
video is out of print in America), so many of us Yanks will have to come 
to the remake with virgin eyes, which may be a good thing. Never mind 
how it holds up to the revered Michael Caine effort; how is it as its own 
movie? 

It's a passable time- waster. On one level I yawned all the way 
through it, as it's yet another damn heist film. Mark Wahlberg is also in 
it. But it's directed with some grace and snap by F. Gary Gray (of the 
excellent Set It Off, the lackluster if shrewdly cast The Negotiator, and the 
failed Vin Diesel entry A Man Apart earlier this year), with dialogue by 
Donna and Wayne Powers (the creators of the new Showtime series Out 
of Order) that sounds as if they had some laughs while typing it. It's 
built for your television on a dead Wednesday. 

Edward Norton, phoning it in as the movie's resident turncoat, 
may have sensed the movie's true calling as network background noise. 
The press informs us that Norton, who usually brings a hungry curios- 
ity to each role, was contractually obligated to do The Italian ]oh, and he 
seems to approach it as just that, a job. Gore Vidal once said that to be 
interesting, you have to be interested. I have never seen Norton less 
interested, or less interesting, on the screen. I take a whole paragraph 
on this only to warn off those who might be drawn to the film solely 
because Norton is in it. He isn't really in it. His body is, but he isn't. 

So we're left with Mark Wahlberg as the leader of a band of high- 
tech thieves. Wahlberg is the idea man (nobody questions his judgment 
even though it was his idea to do The Truth About Charlie). Seth Green, 
who insists that he invented Napster and demands to be nicknamed 
accordingly, is the computer geek. Mos Def is the nitro man. Jason 
Statham is the expert driver of the team, called Handsome Rob, a name 
obviously calculated to win my favor. Finally, Donald Sutherland is the 




team's grandmaster safecracker and mentor; Sutherland is looking hale 
and hearty despite his emphysema, though much less so when floating 
face-down in icy water care of Edward Norton. Sutherland's daughter, 
Charlize Theron, has adopted his skills but not his morals; a "profes- 
sional safe and vault technician," she cracks safes legally for a living. 
She joins former flame Wahlberg in a revenge plot against Norton. 

That plot, which concerns stealing the gold that Norton stole from 
Wahlberg's crew after they stole it from a place in Venice, is less about 
the gold than about seeing the look on Norton's face when he discovers 
that his booty is missing, as more than one character puts it. Problem is, 
we never see that, but we do get an awkward scene of Norton hitting on 
Theron (disguised as a cable tech) and taking her out to dinner. Norton 
does have a little fun with this section of the movie, and the director has 
much more fun with the protracted climactic chase through L.A., in- 
volving a helicopter, three trucks, and three tiny, graceful MINI Coo- 
pers for which the movie is an unabashed commercial. 

If The Italian Job succeeds at any level, it's because the characters 
enjoy what they do, as do most of the actors (not much can be done with 
Wahlberg, and Norton, let's say, is convincing as a character who's only 
in it for the money). Seth Green is charming when snarling up L.A. traf- 
fic, though his best moment comes during the end credits in a bit in- 
volving powerful stereo speakers. Mos Def has some amusing moments, 
and Jason Statham contributes to a fine bit in which he hollers at a recal- 
citrant driver in traffic, a wannabe actor running lines of dialogue in his 
car, who responds to Statham's entreaty by adapting his rough British 
snarl to the dialogue. And there's a charmingly showoffy camera crane 
movement that tilts up from the Venice canals, pans right, and tilts down 
again among the Austrian mountains. The movie is fast, if not quite 
furious. The Brits might not like it, but your left ear might enjoy it when 
it's on TV some night and you have it on while doing something else.

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Conflict Conduct

I have to give Mattapoisett Selectmen Chairman 
Barry J. Denham at least some credit for making an 
effort to refrain from commenting, citing that he had 
a potential conflict of interest, when discussions at a 
recent meeting ventured into dreaded "Mattapoisett 
Bike Path" territory. It's no secret that Selectman 
Denham's property abuts a portion of the proposed 
bike path and his wife has been a vocal and ardent 
opponent to the project as currently proposed. 

But during said meeting he just sat there and con- 
tinued to preside over the lengthy Q& A session posed 
by resident Mary LeBlanc and declined to recuse him- 
self from the meeting. I suppose one could argue that 
sitting silently is sufficient — and he did clearly state 
he could not comment on the issue — but there's also 
something to be said for exerting influence simply 
by being present. 

It should also be noted that newly-elected Select- 
man Stephen J. Lombard did suggest that Mr. 
Denham leave the meeting before the discussion be- 
gan so as to avoid the "appearance" (a term often 
employed by the State Ethics Commission) of any 
conflict of interest. Citing that he's seen various offi- 
cials handle the matter in different ways — from leav- 
ing the room, to sitting in the audience, to simply "lis- 
tening in" — Selectman Lombard said "each one has 
to make their own choice. Whether people perceive 
it as a conflict or not is up to them. But it's sometimes 
better to not give the appearance of a (potential con- 
flict of interest)." 

In response. Selectman Denham said that al- 
though he has left the meeting in the past when the 
bike path was discussed, he simply wanted to listen 
to what Ms. LeBlanc had to say this time out and he 
had a right to do so as a Mattapoisett voter and tax- 
payer. 

I guess what bothers me is that Selectmen in other 
towns routinely recuse themselves — that is, physi- 
cally leave the meeting or briefly duck into another 
room — for lesser matters in which they really have 
no extensive personal stake or any possibility of fi- 



nancial gain. I can readily recall Marion Selectman 
David K. Pierce twice excusing himself when the 
board recently received incoming correspondence 
from Tabor Academy, where he is employed; former 
Marion Selectman and then-Police Officer Jonathan 
"Jody" Dickerson leaving when discussions centered 
around the police department; likewise former Roch- 
ester Selectman / Police Officer William Chamberlain 
walking out for such discussions, and Rochester Se- 
lectmen Chairman and Town Clerk Naida Parker re- 
cusing herself from issues which deal with her cleri- 
cal office. 

Although Chapter 268A of Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws (MGL) which governs the conduct of pub- 
lic officials doesn't explicitly require a sitting Select- 
man to remove himself from such proceedings, I think 
the State Ethics Commission would very likely frown 
upon Selectman Denham' s decision to continue pre- 
siding over the meeting as chairman, even though 
he did not actively participate in the discussion at 
hand. If he wanted to simply sit in and listen — to 
which he does have a right as a Mattapoisett voter 
and taxpayer — he should have passed the gavel to 
one of his fellow board members so as to avoid even 
the slightest "appearance" of having a conflict of in- 
terest. 

Granted, it's become a touchy subject of late since 
certain members of the Mattapoisett Bike Path have 
been accused of potential conflicts of interest — a 
matter that was brought before Town Counsel and is 
still causing some debate between committee mem- 
bers. And this latest faux pas sticks out even more 
when you consider that Selectman Denham has pre- 
viously done the right thing by leaving the meeting 
when bike path discussions commenced. I wouldn't 
call his inaction this time out a blatant violation and 
I don't think the State Ethics Commission would ei- 
ther. But it's often better to err on the side of caution 
than be accused of impropriety — especially if you're 
a high-profile public official with a known personal 
stake in what's being discussed.

Rochester Mercury Collection 

The Town of Rochester now has available a shed 
for collecting mercury-containing products. You may 
know that mercury is found in thermometers, but the 
following products also contain mercury: flourescent 
bulbs, thermostats, pharmaceuticals, detergents, disinfec- 
tants, and teeth fillings. 

You and your family can be exposed to mercury 
in several ways. When a mercury thermometer breaks in 
the home and is not cleaned up properly, the mercury can 
evaporate and reach dangerous levels in indoor air. You 
can also be exposed through contaminated fish. When 
you dispose of a mercury-containing product in your 
garbage, mercury vapors can be released into the air when 
the trash is burned. The airborne mercury eventually falls 
to the earth, often into rivers and lakes where micro- 
organisms transform the mercury into a highly toxic form 
called methylmercury. The methlymercury builds up in

aquatic animals, then we consume the contaminated fish. 

Mercury can have many effects on human health. 
In the 1800s hat makers were exposed to mercury during 
the wool felting process. The strange and unpredictable 
behavior of Lewis Caroll's ''Mad Hatter'' in Alice in 
Wonderland was a portrayal of hat makers who had gone 
"mad" from mercury poisoning. Mental instability and 
many other health problems can be linked to mercury 
exposure. 

Children exposed to methylmercury have shown 
signifcant neurological abnormalities in the cerebellum 
and cerebral cortex and widely distributed focal cerebral 
lesions and some reduction in brain size. 

A study in March 2001 by the Center for Disease 
Control sampled the mercury levels in the blood, hair and 
urine of women and children and found that 1 in 10 
women of childbearing age have mercury levels high 
enough to cause their children neurological damage 
affecting language, attention, memory and motor skills. 

In order to avoid mercury exposure, it is impor- 
tant to reduce your consumption of certain kinds of fish.
